"I expect to meet E>r Anna Shav In England," she said in a farewell in- 


terview published here today, "and together we will make a thorough study 
of the three suffrage associations there. 
"We will learn the ways of the con- 


servatives and the militants, and thtn we will adopt In our own -work here 
the methods over there we think are best suited to the cause in America. The 
suffrage bill has already been introduced In Engrland, and there seems little 
doubt now of Its passage. If the English women do win, then we will know 
that their victory is due, In a large measure, to their methods, ana that Is 
why we are so anxious to give then a closer study and bring them back 
with us. 


"The men make it easier for women in England, while the men here 


make It harder. All they have to do in England is to win over a handful 
of men who are In power, while we have to convert hundreds to make any 
headway. Now which la the freer country? I do not consider this a free 
country."

, competitors, slroitld express unqua ified approval and admiration of 


the plans is quite natuial under the circumstances. 


Nevertheless, the exterior line, of the building planned by the 


New York firm are very attractive to the eye of a layman. They 
outline an edifice both beautiful aid imposing, and if the interior 
arrangement meets the reqi iremen s of utility and convenience, and 
conform in dignity and elegance \iith the exterior design, Oakland 
is destined to have a city h;ll at once splendid and unique, one that 
will adorn the city and be z commanding expression of its progres- 
sive public spirit. 
Simplicity and grace are the distinguishing 


marks of a structure monutreiital ir type that will admirably fit into 
the surroundings. 


While we are still of th; opinir n that the terms of the competi- 


tion were distinctly unfair to local architects, the design accepted 
is none-the less commendaHc. It .voulcl be unfair not to give fair 
credit to a conception so p easing md so well adapted to the site 
conditions, and in such harrnony v\ uh the nobler traditions of archi- 
tectural art. While the bui ding is essentially modern in form and 
arrangement, the treatment is class c and free from the tawdry and 
meretricious ornamentation which has marred so many American 
public ediiccs; there are no jarring blends of style. If the material 
used in construction harmo lize wi h the design, the new hall will 
be -worth its cost and command the pride of the citizens of Oakland. 


It is gratifying'that one of tru secondary prizes should have 


been awarded to a firm of local arcl itects. There is no lack of local 
talent as this secondary award proves, and the only criticism that

the design secured. That after all is the chief thing to be consid- 
ered, and on that score the Board of Public Works is to be con- 
gratulated.

mountain than along a level road.

costs of maintenance must )e charged against freights that are 
hauled over desert than over a road through a thickly settled terri- 
tory that furnishes abundanc; of local business." 


Per contra, the Los Angeles Herald heatedly argues in a two- 


column editorial that Los Aigcles is being plundered by a rate 
schedule devised to give San Franci-co an advantage. These con- 
tradictory statements d:sclose the difficulty of making a rate sched- 
ule that will be both fair anc gcnerz lly satisfactory. Opposing in- 
terests are seeking local and perso lal advantage under guise of 
demanding lower and more equitable rates. Los Angeles has little 
reason to complain of existing conditions, for the jobbers and 
wholesalers of that city have managed to successfully invade San 
Francisco's trade territory w^ile San Francisco has, not been able 
to invade Los Angeles territory. The rates from Los Angeles to 
Bakersfield, the trade center of the oil region, are distinctly favor- 
able to Los Angeles, which has been able to carry her trade across 
the Mojave desert and the Tihachapi range to within 200 miles of 
San Francisco. Yet that ci:y deminds further rate advantages.
